Dr. J. N. Spence, representative from 
Ware’ county, was seriously stabbed by 
J. R. McDonald, near Waresboro,. this 
afternoon. Only meager details of the 
stabbing can be learned tonight. Dr. 
Spence is at his home in Waresboro and 


two Waycross physicians are attending 
him! , 

It was stated tonight that his injuries 
may prove fatal, as one of the wounds is 
almost through his lungs. Dr. Spence wag 
stabbed four times, once in his left breast, 
once in the hip and again from the stom- 
ach down his leg. The most serious stab 


bone. 

Dr. Spence is the democratic nominee 
from Ware county and is opposed by Me- 
Donald as an independent. The latter 
represented Ware county six years ago 
and has been a candidate for reelection 
at every primary since. For years there 
has been bad feeling between the men. 
The report of the row Ig that Dr. Snence 
went to McDonald's home for the. pur- 
pose of forcing him to sign an affidavit 
withdrawing certain charges made 
against him by McDonald. 

It is said that Spence drew a revolver 
and informed McDonald that he would 
kill him unless the affidavits were 
signed.

Spence, and when the pistol] was drawn 
he caught heéd of the doctor’s arm. Mc- 
Donald then sprang upen Spence, and 
while his friend was holding him to ore- 
vent McDonald from being shot. the

ent and held a pistol on Spence while 
McDonald was stabbing him.

Houston, Texas, September 23.—Hon. 
Thomas Watson, populist nominee for 
president, tonight delivered an address 
to a reat crowd of people assemblea 
here from the surrounding country, ©x- 
cursions having been run to swell the 
number of his audience. Mr. Watson is 
still suffering from an indisposition and 
appearéd weak. 

Mr. Watson said in part: 


“Poor Parker! His burdens were already 
heavy. Too much Cleveland, too much 
Hill, too much Belmont, too much Mc- 
Carren, too many slights put on Tom 
Taggart, too much Gorman, too much 
juggling with the good old English lan 
guage, too much foxiness generally—but 
when Jones, of Arkansas, rolled up, we 
could almost see the same old pick and 
spade and shovel with which he dug the 
graves for the democratic national can- 
didate in the memorable campaigns of 
1896 and 1900. 

“If our campaign hurts the democrats 
most this year, that is not our fault. It 
is the fault of Jones and all the othe«s 
who sold out the principles of democracy 
to Wall street at St. Louls.

During one year I have seen 
two mobs formed in a Georgia community 
to lynch negroes for the gravest of of- 
fenses. The public was indifferent and 
no real effort was made to punish these 
men, who thus usurped the duties of the 
officers of the law. During the next 
year, in that same Georgia community, 
several mobs were formed and in a spirit 
of wanton lawlessness, beat negroes who 
were guilty of no offense and reckless- 
ly threatened the pro y and person 
of more than one refutable and law- 
abiding white man. 

Public spirit was at last aroused, and 
the necessity of prompt and vigorous ac- 
tion was realized. A citizens’ posse was 
formed and the leaders of this “mob” 
were placed under arrest. The militia 
was ordered out and special terms of 
court were held. In the end law and 
order reigned. To an observer a lesson 
had been given worth all the time and 
trouble caused by this lawlessness. And 
that lesson was this: No community or 
state can afford to allow the mob spirit 
go unchecked. 

This is not a story of fiction, but is a 
plain statement of facts. How I wish that 
the people of Georgia would profit by it!

MAKE THE LAW STRONGER 


IN ORDER TO STOP CRIME 


fe: - Judge George fillyer 


Editor Constitution: 
weak and helpless. “I speak it to our 
shame.” But lynching is no remedy. 
Lynching increases crime; even the very 
crimes that it assumes to punish. Lynch- 
ing sears the public consdience, under- 
mines the foundations on which society 
stands, and if unchecked will bring on 
anarchy. 

Will the coming anarchy be made the 
occasion for federal intervention; mili- 
tary government and another reconstruc- 
tion? 

Some of us have long foreseen these 
evil days and tried to build against them. 
Not in the wisest and best manner pos- 
sibly, but sincerely and faithfully. It 
is not too late yet to apply the proper 
remedy and save the peace of the state; 
if we can agree on what those remedies 
are. The state is in danger. Surely pru- 
dent men will listen now. 

We should not stop with merely writing 
and teaching and praying against the 
lynchers; leaving the helpless and the 
innocent victims of crime with no ade- 
quat> or sufficient protection. The true 
doctrine is to have as nearly no crimes 
as possible, and no lynchings at all. 

I have repeatedly spoken out on this 
subject-for the past ten years, in the bar 
association, in some of the religious 
bodies and in the public press. 

Your paper is one of the few that has 
taken the right ground; the only one of us 
have gone as far or been as insistent 
as we ought. 

Now let those who have so much to 
say against the lynchers but so little to 
say against the crimes which cause the 
lynchings stand up and answer. 

Suppose there had been no lynching at 
Statesboro. Is it not absolutely true that 
mr $50, or maybe less, any lawyer who 
would accept the fee could sue out a bill 
of exceptions to the supreme court (and 
this as matter of absolute right no mat- 
ter how plain the guilt), and that this 
would operate as a stay of all proceed- 
ings? The couuty of Bulloch would be 
required to have all the copying done 
and send up the papers free of cost to the 
prisoners. The case would be delayed 
some weeks or months in the supreme 
court. The county of Bulloch meantime 
paying for the keep of the murderers in 
a distant county, or for heavy relays of 
constables to guard them, if kept at 
home. But suppose that after three or 
four months of delay the case having 
run the gauntlet of all the maze of

illustration I use is that of the plainest 
guilt, where by diligent and learned 
judges it is assumed that every pitfall is 
avoided; no error creeps in, and from 
beginning to end nobody has broken the 
Sacred law but the two who at the be- 
ginning murdered in cold blood the inno- 
cent man and his wife and murdered 
their three innocent children in their own 
home. Now, I Say again (not to you, 
but your readers), answer me! Ought 
not the law, the law, to punish the mur- 
derers instead of practically shielding 
and protecting them? 

As a practical question lynchers cannot 
be punished by the law. The lynchers, 
easier than any other offenders, always 
have had, always will, escape through 
the delays, the imperfections and weak- 
nesses of the law. It will continue so 
unless we amend the law. 

The papers are teeming with other hor- 
rible tragedies: notably what is said 
about that disgraceful affair in Talbot 
county. We may well hope the story is 
not true. But if true—that and other 
bad things—what are we going to do 
about it? The law (as now contrived) 
in the hands of those offenders and their 
defenders who know how to use or mis- 
use it is but a poor dependence. 

But what shall we do? Recent events 
show more plainly than ever (and I re- 
peat this) that lynching is not only no 
remedy, bat makes matters infinitely 
worse, and all who have advocated this 
lynching or apologized for it, ought to 
admit that they are wrong, and ought 
to abandon their position. 

But what shall we do about it? The 
answer is: make the law better, and 
make it stronger. Amend the law. Give 
it more promptness, more wisdom and 
more justice. If the law will protect the 
innocent and the good in Bulloch coun- 
ty, and in all the counties, the innocent 
and the good in all the counties, will re- 
Spect the law, without any help from 
Outside. Enlarge the power of the jury 
by allowing them to fix the date of exe- 
cution, say not less than threw nor longer 
than thirty days, and make it discre- 
tionary with the Judge trying the case, 
if he has no doubt of the prisoner’s guilt, 
to refuse a writ of error, and give him 
a discretion to refuse all delay. 
This is radical, I grant you, and the 
constitution would have to be amen 
but better so than anarchy. The mur- 
derers did not give the innocent man 
and wife and innocent children three 
minutes, much less three days, when 
shedding their blood in their own home. 
if this had been the law, there would 
doubtless have been no lynching at 
Statesboro. And if this were the law all 
over the United States, instead of having 
10,000 murders and rapes every year, 
as we now have, there would soon be 
very few murders and no rapes at all, 
as was the case before the war, when 
ofenders, white and black, were pun- 
ished for their crimes, 
Let the legislature take these great 
Problems in hand and give the law power 
against both the criminal and the lynch- 
er. There would be little danger of in- 
nocent colored men being convicted un- 
der the above suggestion, as the charity 
and forbearance of our jurors towards 
colored defendants is well known. There 
would be very great certainty that un- 
der this suggestion nearly every guilty 
person, white or black, would be pun- 
ished. Possibly it may be deemed wise 
by way of giving all offenders fair warn- 
t such an amendment should not 
apply to pending cases, but only those 
Cccurring after its adoption.

This division of support has 
been foreshadowed by The Sun's bitter 
criticisms of Higgins and Odell—Odell for 
himself and Higgins as Odell’s man; but 
there ‘has been doubt whether it would 
come out in the open.

Enough of these men voted for 
Hill, however, to give him a substantial 
majority. 

The probability is that in New York 
the state and national tickets will run 
approximately together; if they do not, 
the indications are that the state ticke 
will poll the greater number of Votes.

Amorous, of Sixth Ward, 


Bellieves the Remedy Is in Nomina- 
tion of Councilmen and Aldermen 
by Their Home Wards—Other 
News of the Present 
Campaign. 


A statement of the political methods 
now in vogue in Atlanta which will be 
appalling to those who have not heard 
of them has been made by Councilman 
Martin F. Amorous, of the sixth ward, 
and he gives them as a reason for chang- 
ing the present system and allowing the 
nomination of candidates for council and 
the aldermanic board by wards, instead 
of by the entire city. 

According to Councilman Amorous, po- 
litical toll is levied by certain men who 
are supposed to control their wards. They 
demand from qopndidates sums that vary 
from $10 to $100, and unless they are 
paid, support the opposing candidate. 
Councilman Amorous tells of a mechanic 
who spent more than the salary of a 
councilman for two years in order to ob- 
tain a seat in council and he states that 
he knows of one alderman who was elec- 
ted at a cost of $1,000. 

This state of affairs, which is declared 
to exist by those who run for office, and 
by those who are actively in politics, is 
said to have been in existence for a num- 
ber of years, and is now growing worse, 
according to those who are if positions 
to know. Councilman’ Amorous believes 
that the way to correct the evil and stop 
the revenue of those who levy political 
toll upon the ambitious is to allow the 
nomination of candidates by their own 
wards. 

What Councilman Amorous Says. 

When seen yesterday he said: 

“I am in favor of ward primaries for 
it means cleaner elections. It cuts off 
the power of ‘bosses’ and it reduces the 
expenses of the candidate.

Georgia towns have made appli- 

cation to Adjutant General 8. W. 
Harris for military companies. They 
claim they have the material and that 
they need the protection. They are ready 
to organize companies in conformity with 
the state laws, and are urgently knocking 
for admission to the state militia sys- 
tem. 

Every day or two brings a similar re- 
quest from some section of the state. 
and there are evidences in this fact of 
the unrest of the pedple, it is believed, as 
a result of the continued discussion about 
alleged Before Day Clubs. The troubles 
in other communities along with the 
publication of these reports, have led 
the people of certain sections to desire to 
have around them the immediate means 
of defense in case it should become nec- 
essary, 

The five applications for the organiza- 
tion of military companies recently re- 
ceived by the adjutant general are from 
Flowery Branch, in Hall county, in the 
territory of the Fifth regiment; Lothair, 
in Montgomery county, in the berritory 
of the First regiment; Lumpkin, Stewart 
county, in the territory of the Fourth 
regiment; Monroe, in Walton county, in 
the territory of the Third regiment, and 
Moultrie, in Colquitt county, In the terri- 
tory of the Fourth regiment. 

The only one of these points which at 
present has a military company is Mon- 
roe, where company D, of the Third in- 
fantry is stationed. 

Under the present law the number of 
infantry companies in the state service 
is Hmited to sixty, and there are now 
only four vacancies, two in the First 
and two in the Third regiments. It 
would be impossible, therefore, to grant 
all of these requests on account of geo- 
graphical location. In the next place 
Monroe already has one company, which 
certain of the military officials regard as
